THE, TEMPTATIONS TO WAR. . 


The apparent eagerness of the European pop- 
ulace for war, not only in the two nations di- 
rectly concerned in the present disagreement, 
but .in all the allies of the disputants, suggests 
a doubt as to the correctness of the hackneyed 
assumption that preparedness for war is the 
best assurance for peace. Does not the present 
‘situation in Europe indicate that preparedness 
for war is a constant temptation to. war? Every 
one of the world powers across the seas, with 
the possible exception of England, wants a fight, 
and this not-only means the kings and other 
rulers, and the so-called war-lords, but it ac- 
tually extends to the rank and file and masses 
of the people themselves. Those European coun- 
tries have been building up great standing armies 
and great navies for years, and have been go- 
ing round in gold lace, brass buttons, clanking 
swords and waving plumes until they are fairly 
aching for a scrap and to fly at each other’s 
throats. For years they have been swelling 
around with chips on their shoulders, daring 
}anybody to knock them off. and nothing short 
of war with somebody is going to satisfy their 
belligerency, and they don’t care much who it is 
with. 

If the United States had a fleet of 400 modern 
fighting ships, an army of 3,000,000 men and a 
military aristocracy which maintained itself by 
playing onthe pride of the people, and Mexico, 
let us suppose, just for illustration, had a simi- 
lar armament, would the patience of President 
Wilson and the ‘sober counsels of the better 
newspapers have succeeded in averting a bloody 
war? Assuredly not. 

The climax which has appeared in the rela- 
tions of Servia and Austria is not a matter of a 
day’s impulse. It is merely symptomatic of the 
usual state of the European mind, which thinks 
war every day in the yeag. The naval rivalry of 
England and Germany, the cherishing of ancient 
Animosities toward Germany by France, the con- 
stant distrust of every European nation for 

every rival with regard to Balkan matters— 
‘these and a score of similar tendencies show 

that the primary idea of patriotism in those na- 

tions is a yearning for military strife. With mil- 

lions of men restive under arms and billions of 

dollars invested in equipment of war, it is but 
natural that the war spirit should hold itself in 
kb restraint only by a thread. 
It is now a self-evident fact that preparedness 
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i for war is not by any means the best assurance 
‘4 of peace. Quite the contrary. 

¢ ‘THE DOUBLE STANDARD
